Celebrates To-day 


HE sixth anniversary of the opening of the Hongkong 


Brewery at Sham Tseng 


is being celebrated to-day. 


Few of the Colony’s industrial enterprises are of more general 


interest than that of the Hongkong Brewery, 


There is always a 


fascination about beer and its story, but in this instance there: is 


oven more. The organisation Is 


an example of an industry con- 


ducted on modern and hygienic lines, not only assuring beer at 
its best but also providing an- object lesson of 2 factory which 
from every point of view is ideal. 


The Brewery was established’ ot 
Sham Tseng (meaning “deep well") 
In the New Territories in 1032. 

Private Water Supply 

Several factors combine to make 
the brewery a success, the most im- 
portant being that Its water supply 
comes from a ridge of lofty hills, 
Immediately behind the factory, 
whence a spring of pure, soft water 
flows all the yenr round. The water 
from thia ond other sources in these 
hills forms the brewery’s’ private 
water supply. An, analysis of this 
water, made at Piisen, states that It 
Is “absolutely faultless, and Js sult- 
able for brewing Heht, fine beers." 

The buildinga of ferro-concretc 
construction house machinery of the 
latest type. The Brewery 1s o pere 
fectly balnnced unit and Its pro- 
ximity to the sea provides a means 
of economical transport. 

The Hongkong Brewery presents 0 
well-groomed appearance with taste- 
ful landscape gardening laid out to 
depict the words “H. B, Brewery.” 
The favourndle impression received 
on entering [9 further heightened by 
the eleanliness of the place and the 
absence. of unpletsint smells and 
grime. 

The rigid conditions regarding the 
absolute cleanliness of the plant, 
alho extend to the personnel em- 
ployed there, Indeed, the whole 
brewery radiates cleanliness, ¢fM- 
clency und order. 

Cosmopolitan Product 

Beer, as every one knows, Is a 
fermented beverare made from bar- 
ley malt, hops, yeast, and whter, 
‘W1.B." Beer is a cosmopolitan pro- 
duct, the malt being: imported from 
Austratia, ‘Canada and Europe, and 
the hops from Grent Britain and the 
Continent. With these materials, 
and the supply of pure water at 
band, the brew=masters are enabled 
to praduce the beverage which 
enjoys such popularity, 

Brewing as conducted in the 
Hongkong Brewery mny be grouped 
Into eight processes. There are: 1, 
the grinding of the malt; 2. the 
“mashing”, or infusing the malt with 
hot water In order to produce the 
“wort; 3, the bolling of the finished 
product; 4. the cooling and oxy- 
renisation of the wort; 5. the filters 
ing of the wort; 6. the fermenting 
of the wort by the addition of yeast 
to produce beer; 7. the maturing of 
the product: the beer is run into a 
battery of aluminium tanks, and kept 
under cold storage conditions for 
nearly four months; § the final 
filtering, which completes the pro- 
cess. . 

The beer is then ready to be 
bottled. This is carried out in the 
bottling-room of the brewery by 
automatic machinery operated by a 
highly efficient staff of Chinese girls. 
In a sense, the bottling operation is 
the most interesting of all, especially 
when it Is realised that. in order .to 
secure hygienic conditions, every 
bottle has been washed, boiled, and 
scrubbed in the latest pattern of 
bottle washing machinery no less 
than 27 times. 

The beer, however, is not yet 
deemed ready for the market, but 
must first be pasteurised—a process 
which assures that it will last for o 
considerable time in the hottest of 
climates. 

Labelling and packing, of course, 
complete the operation. 

Brewery Staff 

In the successful manufacture of 
beer, or indeed of any other product, 
a great deal depends upon the staff 
employed; for it is to its spirit of 
co-operation that the efficiency of a 
manufacturing plant is mostly due. 
The policy of the management of 
the Hongkong Brewery in dealing 
with the staff and its problems has 
always been based on the “golden 
rule." The result is that 9 more

In these quar- 
ters, which ore built on the plan of 
seml-European fints, the employees 
live in communal {nshion, food be- 
Ing supplied by messea under the 
direction of skilled coolts, 


The female operatives are, of 
course, provided with separate quur- 
ters, and Hve like girt students in 
a school dormitory under the super- 
vislon of a matron, To the latter 
falls not only the tasic of supervis- 
ing thelr home life, but she also acts 
ns thelr forewoman during working 
hours. 


Mention hos been’ made of the 
cleanliness enforced upon every ¢m- 
ployee of tha Brewery. For in- 
xtance, the girls who have charge of 
the bottling operations, ctc,, are re- 
quired to have a complete tub bath 
twice — daily—before commencing 
work in the morning, and again in 
the evening when they leave for 
their quarters. 


Sunday Services

OBITUARY 
Picturesque — 
Resident Of Amoy 


Amoy lost one of its most plc- 
turesque European « residents on 
August 3 with the death of Mr. 
Freiderick Mohren. He was buried 
in the Europcan cemetery at Mulang- 
au with many Chinese and foreigners 
attending the service, 

Mr. Mohren had crowded ‘many 
adventures In his long fe and the 
many stories he told from time to 
tlme showed that he had been in 
many parts of the world. Born in 
Bremen, Germany, in 1850, nothing 
much was known of his carly life, 
but Jn the Intter part of 1870 he 
was returning to Europe from Aus- 
tralin serving os o enbin boy in one 
of the enrly German clippers. But 
the ship on which he sailed was 
selzed by a French man-of-war and 
he war interned o prisoner until the 
end of the Franco-Prussian confllct. 

When the war finished, he return- 
ed to his native town, but only to 
stay for three weeks. South Africn 
lured him. Probably the ship on its 
journey from the antipodes had call- 
ed at some South African port and 
the memorles of what he‘ had seen, 
stories of the iMimitable veldt and 
its virgin possibilities had attracted 
him and determined his future, At 
any rate, In the fall of 1871 he left 
Bremen for South Africa and never 
once again did he set foot in the 
Fatherland, 

Mr. Mohren Joined the South Afri- 
can Mounted Pollce and took part in 
both the first and the second Zulu 
wars, From remarks dropped at 
varloun times ft is surmised that he 
formed one of the party that tool 
part In that [-fated and fatal en- 
counter with the Zulu warriors when 
the Prince Imperlnl was Isilled. 

Mr. Motren remalned for fourteen 
years In South Africn. In 1986 he 
wan skipper of a small trading ves- 
sel running between Formosa and 
Amoy, That was before the Japan- 
ese nnnexed Formosn. 

Lnter he joined the Light Service 
gf the Chinese Maritime Customs 
nnd remained In that service until 
1917, When the Great war broke 
out he was interned in the Nam Po 
Toh Temple at Amoy and remained 
there until the war finished. His 
internment, however, was neither 
oppressive nor severe, for he wos 
frequently permitted to visit Kulang- 
su. 

After the war distressed times fell 
upon him and this period, full of 
trouble, did not pass away until 1924 
when he was employed by the Ku- 
langsu. Municipn! Council. He re- 
mained In the service of the Coun- 
cil untlt 1928. A’ small pension was 
given him for his services with the 
Light Deportment of the Customs, 
but this ceased in 1036. 

During the last two yeats of his 
life, he received no monthly allow- 
ance from the Deutsch Hilfe of 
Shanghai. 

Mr. Mohren }eaves a widow, whom 
he married at the German Consulate 
in 1928.—Our Own Correspondent, 


"MR. SUM PAK-MING 


Many Years Chinese 
Agent of J.C.J.L. 


His numerous friends will learn 
with regret the death yesterday of 
Mr. Sum Pak-ming, for many years 
Chinese agent of the Java-Chinn- 
Japan Lijn, at his residence at 41 
Conduit Road. The C.J.C.L. flag was 
at half-must yesterday. 

-The late Mr. Sum Pak-ming was 
connected with the Java-China-Japan 
Line -since its establishment in 1903, 
especially in the capacity of Chinese 
agent. Many years ago he was com- 
pradore of the German firm of 
Bournemann & Co, -He was former- 
ly Chinese agent of the Yokohama 
Specie Bank. In 1917 the Hongkong 
Government appointed him a Tustict: 
of the Peace. 

. In 1926 the late Mr. Sum was de- 
corated with the Order of Orange- 
Nassau by Her Majesty Queen Wil- 
helmina, During the presentation of 
the insignias of the Order by the 
then Netherland Consul General, Mr. 
M. J. Quist, it was mentloned that 
the late Mr. Sum had assisted ably 
the Java-China-Japan Line, es- 
pecially when that line was opened 
with the then Head Agent, Mr. 
Roosegaarde Bisschop. The Consul 
also stated that the Holland-Pacific 
Linc—whlich was doing so well dur- 
ing the World War—and the Holland 
East Asin Line had also been benc- 
Ated by Mr. Sum’s great knowledge 
of shipping and ‘business experience. 

At the time of his death Mr, Sum 
Pak-ming was 68. He had been fll 
for some months. ? 

Mr. Sum was connected with many 
public services in Hongkong, being a 
former Director Of the Tung Wah 
Hospital and Po Leung Kuk.

Discipline for War Profits 


HEN Great Britain resorted 

to compulsory military train- 
ing the question was at once 
asked by Labour men: Why not 
simultaneous conscription of 
wealth? The answer was that 
wealth is already subject to 
conscription in the form of 
severe taxation, and that mea- 
sures are being taken,.and fuy- 
ther measures are to be taken, 
to prevent war profiteering. . 

The same question may well 
arise in Hongkong if and when 
conditions here necessitate the 
full application of the conscrip- 
tion legislation, and doubtless 
the same generalised and some- 
what vague answer will be forth- 
coming. 

The most satisfactory and the 
most obvious preventive mea- 
sure is that of restricting Gov- 
ernment payments to contrac 
tors. It is claimed in England 
that this is already done by a4 
careful checking of costs when 
contracts are made, and the 
recent formation of a Ministry 
of Supply ought to facilitate the 
task. But even so it is admitted 
that there will be loopholes 


‘Ithrough which armament firms 


may make more than they should 
do} and it is to meet such leakage 
that the Government is propos- 
ing to levy a certain standard, in 
the case of firms which are 
receiving not less than £200,000 
a year under armament cone 
tracts, 

The question is reagonably 
asked, why confine the tax to 
large firms, and why not take all 
the profits in excess of a certain 
standard? If actual war’ were 
declared no doubt the full toll 
would.be taken, and ‘the tax 
would not be confined to arma- 
ment firms but applicd to all 
industries. But there is much 
to be said for not putting the 
whole industry of the country on 
a war-time footing until it be- 
comes ‘absolutely necessary; to 
do eo would be to limit initiative 
and restrain the development of 
trade. i pA 

‘The measure now contemplat- 
ed probably goes as far as is. wise 
in time of peace. What really 
matters.is that it ‘should be 
faithfully carried out, and that 
thdre should be no evasions. 
The conditions require unending 
vigilance. They are those of 
peace which is not peace, of war 
which is not .war. So. far as 
there is peace, trade requires

exacting restraints. So far as 
there is war, there ‘must be con- 
trol from top to bottom. These 
are the two conflicting needs 
which as far as possible have to 
be reconciled.

He had heard, about that time, 
that a man called Thomas Edison 
was interested in developing some- 
thing be called the phonograph, and 
his real interest was to register his 
process—which was basically the 
principle of the shutter that clicks

Skirmishes 
On Mongol 
Border 


Hsinking, Aug. 15. 

Despite skirmishes there - have

The two contending forces are still 
confronting each other ear Nomon- 
han and intermittent ‘clashes have 
been continued. 

Towards the evening on August 7, 
about 500 or 600 Soviet sharpshooters 
led by four tanks launched a coun- 
ter-attack on the right bank of the 
Holstein River, Japanese and Man- 
chukuo forces succeeeded in repuls- 
ing the invaders. The enemy aban- 
dond about 200 dead and two of their 
tanks were disabled. 

On August 8 about 1,000 sharp- 
shooters of the Soviet ond Outer 
Mongol forces counter-altacked on 
the right bank of the Holstein River.

_ Celebrates To-day 


He sixth anniversary of the opening of the Hongkong 
Brewery at Sham Tseng is being celebrated to-day. 


Few of the Colony’s industrial enterprises are of more general 


interest than that of the Hongkong Brewery. 


There fs always a 


fascination about beer and {ts story, but in this instance there is 


even more, The organisation is 


an example of an industry con- 


ducted on modern and hygienic lines, not.only assuring beer at 


its best but also providing an object lesson of a factory which 


from every point of view is ideal. 


The Brewery was established at 
Sham Tseng (meaning “deep well") 
In the New Territories in_1933. 

Private Water Supply 

Several factors combine to make 
the brewery a success, the most im- 
portant being that its water supply 
comes from a ridge of lofty hills, 
immediately behind the factory, 
whence a spring of pure, soft water 
flows all the year round, The water 
from this and other sources in these 
hills forms the -brewery's private 
water supply, .An anolysis of this 
water, mode at Pilsen, states that It 
Is “absolutely faultless, and Is sult- 
able for brewing light, fine beers.” 

The buildings of ferro-conerete 
construction house muchinery of the 
latest type, The Brewery is a per- 
fectly balanced . unit and its pro- 
_ximity to the sea provides a means 
of economical transport. 

The Hongkeny Brewery presents a 
well-groomed appearance with taste- 
ful landscape gardening Jald out to 
depict the words “H. B. Brewery." 
The favourable impression received 
on entering is further heightened by 
the cleanliness of the place and the 
absence of unpleasant smells and 
grime. 

The rigid vonditions regarding the 
absolute cleanliness of the plant, 
also extend to the personnel em- 
ployed there. Indeed, the whole 
brewery radiates cleanliness, cffi- 
clency and order. . 

Cosmopolitan Product 

Beer, ns every one knows, is a 
fermented beverage made from bar- 
ley malt, hops, yeast, and water. 
“LB.” Beer is a cosmopolitan pro- 
duct, the malt being imported from 
Australia, Canada and Europe, and 
the hops from Great Britaln and the 
Continent. With these  muaterials, 
and the supply of pure water at 
hand, the brew-masters are enabled 
to praduce the beverage which 
enjoys such popularity. 

Brewing as conducted’ in the 
Hongkong Brewery may be grouped 
into eight processes. There are: 1. 
the grinding of the malt; 2. the 
“mashing”, or infusing-the malt with 
hot water in order to produce the 
“Wort''; 3. the boiling of the finished 
product; 4. the cooling ond oxy- 
genisation of the wort; 5. the filter- 
ing of the wort; 6, the fermenting 
of the wort by the nddition of yeast 
to, produce becr; 7. the maturing of 
the product: the beer is run into a 
pattery of oluminium tanks, and kept 
under cold stornge conditions for 
nearly four months; §. the final 
filtering, 
cess. v 

The beer Is then ready to be 
bottled. This is carried out in the 
bottling-room of the brewery by 
automatic machinery operated by a 
highly efficient staff of Chinese girls. 
In a sense, the bottling operation is 
the most interesting of all, especially 
when it 1s realised.that in order to 
secure hygienic conditions, every 
bottle has been washed, boiled, and 
scrubbed jn the latest pattern” of 
bottle washing machinery no less 
than 27 times. 

The beer, however,: is not yet 
deemed ready for the market, but 
must first be pasteurised—a process 
which assures that it will last for a 
considerable time in the hottest of 
climates. 

, Labelling and packing, of course, 
complete the operation.

_In the ‘successful manufacture of 
beer, or indeed of any other product, 
n great deal depends upon the sfaff 
employed; for it is to its splrit of 
co-operation that the “cfficiency of-2 
manufacturing plant is mostly due. 
The policy of the management of 
the Hongkong Brewery in dealing 
with the staff and its problems has 
always been based on the “golden 
rule.” The result is that a more

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Discipline for War Profits . 


HEN Great Britain resorted 

to compulsory military train- 
ing the question was at once 
asked by Labour men: Why not 
simultaneous conscription of 
wealth?) The answer was that 
wealth ig already subject to 
conscription in the form of 
severe taxation, and that mea- 
sures are“being taken, and fur- 
ther measures are to be taken, 
to prevent war profiteering. 

The same question may well 
arise in Hongkong if and when 
conditions here necessitate the 
full application of the conscrip- 
tion legislation, and doubtless 
the same generalised and some- 
what vague answer will be forth- 
coming. . 

The most satisfactory and the 
most obvious preventive mei- 
gure is that of restricting Gov- 
ernment’ payments to - contrac- 
tors. It is claimed in England 
that this is already done by a 
careful checking of costs when 
and the 
recent formation of a Ministry 
of Supply ought to facilitate the 
task. But even so it is admitted 
that there will be loopholes 
through which armament firms 
may make more than they should 
do; and it is to meet such leakage 
that the Government is propos- 
ing to levy a certain standard, in 
the case of -firms which are 
receiving not less than £200,000 
a yenr under armament con- 
tracts. ; 

The question is reasonably 
asked, why confine the tax to 
large firms, and why not take all 
the profits in excess of a certain 
standard? If actual war were 
declared no doubt the full toll 
would be taken, and the tax 
would not be confined to arma- 
ment firms but applied to all 
industries. But there is much 
to be said for not putting the 
whole industry of the country on 
a war-time footing until it be- 
comes absolutely necessary; to 
do so would be to limit initiative 


and restrain the development of ; 


trade. 

The measure now contemplat- 
ed probably goes as far as is wise 
in time of peace. What feally 
matters is that 
faithfully carried out, and that 
there should be no evasions. 
The conditions require unending 
vigilance. They are those of 
pence, which is not peace, of war 
which is not war. .So far. as 
there is peace, trade requires 
elasticity and freedom from 
exacting restraints. So far as 
there is war, there must be con- 
trol. from top to bottom. These 
are the two conflicting needs 
which a3 far as possible have to 
be reconciled.

They dls- 
credit the attitude of British finan- 
siers in launching the new currency 
plan without seeking any under- 
standing from Japanese authoritics, 

One important object of the re- 
ported scheme js to prevent ac- 
quisition of foreign currency by 
Japanese by restricting the importers 
permitted to acquire forcign ex- 
change to important third-Power 
merchants, 

While all such attempts In the past 
have ended in failures, Japanese 
experts claim, any farther attempt 
in this direction will only accelerate 
collapse of the Chinese legal tender. 

Japanese circles claim that it would 
Le snadvisable for Britain to en- 
courage a new currency. 


_ Cabinet Discussion

Towards the evening on August 7, 
about 500 or 600 Soviet sharpshooters 
led by four tanks launched a coun- 
ter-attack on the right bank of the 
Holstein River. Japanese and Man- 
chukuo forces succeceded in repuls- 
ing the invaders, The enemy aban- 
dond about 200 dead and two of their 
tanks were disabled. 

On August 8 about 1,000 sharp- 
shooters of the Sovict and Outer 
Mongol forces counter-aitacked on 
the right bank of the Holsteln River, 
A. furious huhd-to-hand fighting 
ensued. About 80 Soviet men were 
killed. 

A group of about 60 Soviets were 
“annihilated” when they attempted 
to reach the right bank of the 
Holstein River on August 8. 

Japanese anti-aircraft batteries 
engaged the Soviet SB bombers 
which flew over Uzlsul Lake on 
August 11, ond shot down three of 
them. ’ 

Japanese artiHery on August 12 
attacked the Mongol positions and 
inflicted “smashing blows” on the 
Ninth Company ‘of thelr infantry. 
The Fifth Company of the. Outer 
Mongol infantry was silenced. 

About 70 Sovict fighting planes 
of the I-15 and 1-16 types engaged 
Japanese alr forces In ao midair 
combat on August 12, Thirteen 
Soviet machines were brought down.

expense and he has covered more than 43,000 miles in the service 


of the suffering. 

Recenly Captain Baynes wis fined 
5s, by the Bow-strect magistrate for 
causing an obstruction by leaving 
his car-nmbulance outside Charing 
Cross Hospital. 

A policeman sald it was there for 
three hours. Captain Baynes told 
him he had brought an emergency 
case to the hospital, and said ; “If 1 
get summoned this will be the last 
voluntary work J shall do.” 

In the witness-box Captain Baynes 
said he had driven a boy from a 
surgical home in Banstead, Surrey, 
and had had to wait for a medical 
examination. He had driven cases to 
practically every hospital in London, 
by day and night, and hod never 
before been reported. & 


“IT'S A SCANDAL" 

His car was recognised by the police 
as a voluntary ambulance, and he 
claimed he was entitled tg parking 
facilities, 

He ‘was flushed with indignation 
when he spoke outside the court. He 
called his prosecution ‘a scnndal,” ond 
sald he intended to write letters of 


protest to the Home Secretary and 
the Commissioner of Pollee. 

The boy Captain Baynes had taken 
to Charing Cross Hospital had a mal- 
formation of the legs, The captain 
said he had ‘to leave home at seven 
o'clock in the morning to get the 
child to the hospital by 10,30 for 
examlnation, and as he had to take 
him back ogain he left his car out- 
side because there was.no room In 
the yard, 

Captain Baynes said he would still 
carry on his ambulance work, but did 
not intend to do any more examination 
cases because of the rigk of another 
prosecution, 

“My car Js floodlit at night,” he 
said, “and I can travel In an emer- 
gency at sixty miles an hour. I 
don’t want to boast about my work, 
but I have saved life on more than 
one occasion by responding promptly 
to calls which come to me at any 
hour of the day or night.” 

Captain Baynes js sixty-one, partly 
paralysed fram war service, and 
never out of pain. He has the use 
of only one of his arms,

Advance Atong Entire Border 

According to “Domei" report

The ‘result from thls then, curried 
on Mr. Watson, was that in the matter 
of duty ond in acts of emergency, the 
Captain had the right to uct for the 
J best of tho cargo and it was his right 
to charge the owner of the cargo for 
expenses properly incurred. 

Mr, Watson pointed out that In the 
present case, there was nothing else 
to do but to bring back the cargo to 
Honrekong os it had been found, 
dangerous for the ship to go into 
Swatow. 

Mr. Watson then referred to tho 
Bill of Lading and a clause which 
stipulated that if the master of the 
ship considered the port of discharge 
unsafe by renson of war or -distur- 
bances or ice, the master’may Jand 
the goods at the nearest safe and 
convenient port at the expense and 
‘isk of the owners of the goods. 

Turning back to the case, Mr, 
Watson said that the ship did not go 
to its destination by reason of wor 
disturbances and under the clause 
mentioned the master could bring: it 
to the nearest safe port, and jn that 
case the shlp was entitled to the ex- 
penses of bringing back the goods. 

Mr. Watson then referred to a 
chopped condition in the front part 
of the Bil) of Lading and this was to 
the effect that consigness must take 
delivery promptly ex-ship, Cargo 
unclaimed and undelivered would be 
returned to the port of shipment at 
the shippers’ risk or expense; double 
freight to be charged to shippers. 

In the present case, sald Mr. Wat- 
son, he was excused from. giving: 
delivery at Swatow by accepted 
peril, and therefore, he was in 
the same position as if he had 
offered the goods tothe con- 
signees at |. Swatow. That being 
the case he could then sny that these 
goods were undelivered through no 
fault of his, and the fact that the 
conslnee jiad no opportunity of tak- 
ing delivery did not matter because 
of the fact that he had failed or had 
been unable to give delivery by 2c- 
cepted peril, 4 
Consignee’s Duty 


Mr. Watson said that it was the 
duty of the consignee to find out 
when the ship was to arrive and that 
it was not the duty of the ship owners 
to notify the consignee. Being un- 
der the position -of: accepted: peril 
was the same as if he had arrived at 
the port, He submitted that the ex- 
penses incurred in the return trip 
was charged quite properly under the 
mentioned clause of the Bill of 
Loading. : 

Mr. Loseby said that one of Mr. 
Wuatson’s points was that the ship 
hod returned not to the port of ship- 
ment but to the nearest port—a port 
of refuge. One of the clauses in the 
Bll of Lading had specified that the 
mnrster of the chip may land the goods 
at the nenrest safe and convenient 
port and according to the special con- 
dition the goods must be returned to 
the port of shipment, which was en- 
tirely different. A port of shipment 
and a port of safety were two entirely 
clfferent things, Further, the chopped 
clause nppiied only when the con- 
signee [alled to take delivery. He 
submitted that the chopped condition 
on the Bill of.Lading only referred to 
a case where the consignee was in 
some way in default. 

Mr. Loseby safd that in times of 
emergency the master was the agent 
for the shipper ond he would be 
allowed all expenses which he pro- 
perly incurred for the benefit of the 
goods. But if he incurred those ex- 
penses unnecessarily he would not be 
allowed those expenses. If the ship 
had entered the port of Swatow and 
bad been unable to deliver the cargo 
because of hostilities it was the 
master's duty to preserve that cargo 
and to incur those expenses on behalf 
of the cargo which was his duty to 
look after for the shipper. In this 
case, that did not happen.

Gloomy Hint By 
British Paper 


LONDON, Aug, 15 (Reuter)—-The 
Plight of the Chineso dollar presents 
one of the most difficult currency 
problems that have been encountered 
even during the Inst twenty years of 
exchange chaos, says the “Financial 
Times.” 


The fall of the Chinese dollar can- 
not but Interfere seriously with what 
remains of British trade in China but 
the causes of the collapse are military 
rather than economic. 


The Stabilisation Fund has done 
good work but the recent drop shows 
clearly that the endcavour to hold the 
dollar at 8d in June, or even 6d 
carly in July would have been im- 
possible. The inception of the Fund 
was very largely the work of Britain 
who, therefore, made a big cffort to 
uphold her own Interests and those 
of other countrics with Far Eastern 
associations; it is only 9 negative 
satisfaction that tho Jack of success 
had serfous reactions upon the 
Japanese who provoked its failure.

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Discipline for War Profits 


HEN Great Britain resorted 

to compulsory military train- 
ing the’ question was at once 
asked by Labour men: Why not 
simultaneous conscription of 
wealth?.. The answer was that 
wealth is already subject to 
conscription in the form of 
severe taxation, and that mea- 
sures are being taken, and fur- 
ther measures are to be taken, 
to prevent war profiteering. 

The same question may well 
arise in Hongkong if and when 
conditions here necessitate the 
full application of the conscrip- 
tion legislation, and, doubtless 
the same generalised and some- 
what vague answer will be forth- 
coming. 

The most satisfactory and the 
most obvious preventive > mea- 
sure is that of restricting Gov- 
ernment payments to contrac- 
tors. It is claimed in England 
that this is already done by a 
careful checking of costs when 
contracts are made, and the 
recent formation of a Ministry 
of Supply ought to facilitate the 
task, But even so it is admitted 
that there will be loopholes 
through which armament firms: 
may make more than they should 
do; and it is 40 meet such leakage 
that the Government is propos- 
ing to levy a certain standard, in 
the case of firms which are 
receiving not less than £200,000 
a year under armament con- 
tracts, | 

The question is reasonably 
asked, why confine the tax to 
large firms, and why not take all 
the profits in excess of a certain 
standard? If actual war were 
declared no doubt the full toll 
would be taken, and the tax 
would not be confined to arma- 
ment firms but applied to all 
industries. But there is much 
to be said for not putting the 
whole industry of the country on 
a war-time footing until it be- 
comes absolutely necessary; to 
do so would be to limit initiative 
and restrain the development of 
trade. 

The measure now contemplat- 
ed probably goes as far as is wise 
in time of peace. What really 
matters is that it should be 
faithfully carried out, and that 
there should be no cvasions. 
The conditions require unending 
vigilance. They are those of 
peace which is not peace, of war 
which is not war. So far as 
there is peace, trade requires 
elasticity and freedom - from 
exacting restraints. So far ag 
there is war, there must.be con- 
tro] from top to bottom. These 
are the two conflicting needs

Test Of Strength 


The Nazi's standpoint js understood 
to be that if it cume to a test of 
strength between the wxis powers 
and the Democracies, then the Axis 
powers must throw everything into 
the balance and fight to put through 
their entire programme itn Europe 
and the Mediterranean, 

An examination of the military 
position is understood to have satis- 
fied the conferees that the Axis 
position was favournble for a show- 
down—better mow than it ever will 
be. The opinion is clear among 
foreign observers here. that If the 
Danzig problem Js scttled as a local 
issue, it will not menn an end to 
Nazi ambitions, The Nazis adopt as 
their eventunl aim the establish- 
ment of full leadership in that terri- 
tory of Central and Southeastern 
Europe, which they designate as the 
Reich's vital space (Lebensraum). 

The peaceful accomplishment of a 
Danzig Anschluss would unquestion- 
ably be tremendously enhanced by 
German prestize and would probably 
hasten the adherence of the Central 
and Southeastern countries to the 
Nazi economic and cultural orbit. 
The Nazis declare that the resultant 
system—approximating in form the 
ancient Hoty Roman Empire—would 
not-mean political rule but: “benevo-

Japanese antl-aireraft batteries 
engaged the Soviet SB bombers 
which flew over Uzisul Lake on 
August 1, and shot down three of 
them. 

Japanese artillery on August 
nttacked the Mongal positions and 
Infileted “smashing blows" on the 
Ninth Company of their infantry, 
The Fifth Company of the Outer 
Mongol infantry was silenced. 

About 70 Sovict fighting planes 
of the I-15 and I-16 types engaged 
Japanese alr forces ‘in a midair 
combat on August 12. Thirteen 
Sovict machines were brought down. 
One Japanese plane has not returned,

Strange Admission
